DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is in response to the petition to revive this application of 1/5/06, 
which was granted on 2/6/06. A new rejection is presented herein. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 15, 20 and 34-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 



or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sasaki (5352277). 
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Sasaki teaches a polishing composition which comprises a silica sol having 
overlapping particle size and concentration of silica, and polyacrylic acid within levels of 
the present invention (see claim 1). Hydroxyl groups may be on the surface (column 
22, lines 63-66). The particles of such size should have a surface area within the scope 
of the present invention. To the extent that such particles may have a surface area 
outside the scope of the present invention, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to vary the surface area of the silica particles in order to obtain optimum 
polishing ability. Applicants intended use, as a consolidating material, does not 
distinguish over the prior art (In re Pearson 181 USPQ 641). 

6. Claims 11, 17, 18, 21-27, 29-33 are allowable over the art of record. 

7. Applicants amendment and remarks are noted, a new rejection is presented in 
this office action.
